ANCIENT BIT WISE 

Old ideas are not necessarily 
bad ideas, it's just that they've 
been around for a long while. 

In fact, say the fishing 
authorities at Mercury out¬ 
boards, some of the following 
ancient angling ideas are so 
good they're worth considering 
each new' fishing day. 

Safety pins, for example, are 
indispensable. In addition to 
solving apparel repair prob¬ 
lems, they are fine for keeping 
swivels, hooks, rings and bell 
sinkers clipped together in 
neat, orderly fashion. 

When fish are finicky, tie on 
a trailer hook with 3 small bait 
behind your favorite plug. This 
tasty morsel following the regu¬ 
lar “attention-getter’' often pro¬ 
vides that extra strike-provok¬ 
ing incentive. 

Don't always shy away from 
weeds. If fishing in a water 
lily-covered, bass-laden pond, 
deliberately cast a light surface 
lure onto the pads. Gently 
twitch the plug to make the 
vegetation move as if a frog or 
other creature is slipping 
around on top. After a lew 
minutes of teasing, topple the 
plug off into the water, and get 
set for a strike. 

Don't cast bread upon fishing 
waters. Instead, g et several 
day-old unsliced loaves, hollow 
out a cavity and toss the loaves 
in a field. In the morning, you 
can harvest a crop of captive 
crickets that'll be far more 
effective with the fish. 

When fishing with worms, 
place the bait in a container 
that can be kept in an inverted 
position, such as a coffee can 
with a snap-on plastic lid. 
Worms gravitate to the bottom, 
so if the removable top is on 
the bottom, the worms will be 
on top when the can is up- 
righted. 

One of the sneakiest ways to 
tempt game fish is to place 
several live minnows in a clean 
glass gallon jug and then lower 
it to the bottom. You may want 
to use several of these devices. 
Drop a single minnow on a 
hook among the “decoys” for 
sure-fire action. 

Old ideas? Certainly, say the 
Mercury lads, but not outdated. 
Stow these tips away for now, 
but revive them when the need 
arises.
